The city is suffering from a coal 
famine, the local dealers being un- 
able to supply the increasing de- 
mands, 

Ever since the strike last summer 
there has been a searcity. The sup- 
plies ran low during the period of 
the strike, and ther followed a 
scarcity of teamsters who found 


more lucrative employment on 
the city contracts and improvement 
works. The increase in the city’s 
population has outstripped the in- 
creased output of the mines. 

The situation is more complicated 
since the Fernie coal mines have 
closed down, and Calgarian# are in- 
quiring for coal in Edmonton. 

A telegram was received yester- 
day from the Alberta Hotel, Cal- 
gary, asking if it was possible ta 
have coal sent from Edmonton, Ths 
Mays Coal Co.. have received orders 
from Airdrie and other stations 
usually supplied from Calgary. 

The Mays Coal Co. have shown 
energy in trying to meet the situa- 
tion. Yesterday the company pur- 
chased the entire output amounting 
to 10,600 tons from the Lindsay & 
Daly mine, seven miles down the 
river on the south bank. They also

~The Provincial Government shou'd 
not determine the location of the Par- 
Mament buildings in consideration of 
frée wites with splendid prospe2ts and 
suitable elevations. Such sites are 
available in unlimited numbers, but 
their general characteristic of being 
*free’’ ia an argument against rath- 
er than for their selection. Pleasant 
gurroundings and 4 commanding situa- 
tion are desirable features, and reason- 
able economy is always commendable, 
but there are other considerations. The 
buildings muet be accessible and under 
the circumstances should be as easy of 
access to both towns as possible, and 
with the street railway problem atill 
unsetttled, this is of paramount im- 
portance. They must be within easy 
reach 2Jof water, sewer, telephone and 
electric light services. Thezse are the 
euestions of vital importance and 
should nbt be relegated to second place 
for any consideration of altitude, scenic 
beauty or even-of a ‘‘free’’ site, as com- 
pared to one of reasonable price. Al- 
berta is not so poor that her legisla- 
tive buildings must be determinel by 
the ability to secure a site for nothing. 
Ail these considerations should have 
places, but only their proper places, in 
determining the choice.

SOME CONSERVATIVE POLITI-

“The Union Trust Co. is a company 
tormed for the purpose of handling the 
investments of the accumulated funds 
of the Independent Order of Foresters. 
Under any circumstances therefore the 
revelations made before the insurance 
commission as to the handling of the 
funds entrusted to the company would 
be a matter of very direct concern to 
the members and prospective members 
of. this powerful order. 

But owing to the public character 
of many of the parties concerned in 
the transactions reviewed the subject 
becomes one of the great and direct in- 
terest to the public at large. Many 
of the gentlemen who have figured in 
these transactions have been members 
of the Parliament of Canada, several 
of them still holding this position. It is 
fair to consider whether if the oppor- 
tunity were given them these gentle- 
men would apply to the finances of 
Canada the principles and practices 
which they are found to have applied 
to the funds which a large section 
of the Canadian people committed to 
their charge, and whether or not it 
would be desirable that Canada’s fin- 
ances should be handled in this man- 
ner. The question is all the more 
pertinent that the gentlemen concern- 
ed are by no means obscure and un- 
known members of their party, but 
hold reputations for financial ability 
among their associates which must 
make their advice a dominating influ- 
ence if the management of the coun- 
try’s finance were een to that 
party. 

Hon. George E. Foster, M. P. for 
North Toronto and general manager of 
the Union Trust Co., is one of the most 


widely known public men in Canada. 


From 1888 to 1896 he was finance min- | 


ister of Canada. He was defeated in 
the great upheavel of 1896 but returned 


for his present seat in 1904 
Since his return he has vied with Mr. 
Borden for the real leadership of his 


party, has been the financial critic of

The moneys of the company have 
been used for private speculation and 
by a syndicate in which Mr. Foster 
and other men in charge of the Trust 
Company were shareholders. This syn- 
dicate it ‘seems was formed for the 
purpose of acyuiring an option on 209,- 
062 acres of western lands originally 
belonging to the C.P.R. So far it ap- 
pears that the option was the total as- 
set of the syndicate, and the money 
with which the lands were paid for 
and the whele enterprise carried on 
was loaned from the funds of the Un- 
ion Trust Company. In other words 
the Trust Company supplied the cap- 
ital invested and the syndicate in which 
the directors of the Trust Company 
were shareholders were to reap. the 
profit. 

This option it appears originally be- 
longed to a syndicate composed of Ru- 
fus H. Pope ,ex-M.P., G. W. Fowler, 
lacp., W. H. Bennett, M.P., A. A. Le 
furgey, M.P., and another and the 
money. for the purchase being made up 
by an advance from the Union Trust 
Company ,of which the Hon. George 
E. Foster was managing director. The 
title of the lands was then turned over 
to another syndicate composed of Hon. 
George BE. Foster, Col. J. A. McGilliv- 
ray, and Mr. Matthew Wilson, K.C., 
at $4.50 an acre, an advance of $1 an 


acre on the original price. The se- - 


cond syndicate turned the Jand over 
to the Great West Land Co., at an ad- 
vance of 50 cents an acre. The orig- 
inal syndicate were paid chiefly in 
cash, but partly in shares of the Great 
West Land Company. The option in 
fact seems to have been a kind of Ala- 
din's lamp, which as often as rubbed 
produced new charms in the form of 
dividends. That our Parliamentary 
friends rubbed it often this brief his- 
tory indicates. 

More than this it appears that the 
Union Trust Company was to receive 


for its advances’ either stock or 
security, and whether it should 
receive stock oor security Mr. 


Foster and his associates were to de- 
cide. These gentlemen were thercforc 
the arbiters not only of their own 
fortunes but of the fortunes of the 
Trust Company as well. As members 
of the syndicate they could further 
their own interests at the expense of 
the interests of the Trust Company 
but as directors of the Company they 
could protect the interests of the Com- 
pany only by sustaining personal loss. 
A more certain conflict of interest and 
duty and a more improper use of 
trust funds might be devised but is 
hardly likely to be met on the realm 
of actual occurrence. 

Still worse is the deal in which Mr. 
G. W. Fowler, M.P., was delegated to 
purchase a timber limit from Mr. 
Peter Ryan. The statement is that a 
timber limit was purchased from Mr. 
Ryan; that the real price and con- 
sideration was $170,000; that two agres- 
ments were prepared, one setting forth 
the true consideration and another set- 
ting forth a false price of $225,000, 
to be paid by the Union Trust Com- 
pany and that Mr. Ryan paid to Mr. 
G. W. Fowler, M.P. the $55,000 dif- 
ference. This sum it appears Mr. Fow- 
ler was to ‘‘divide up’ with some 
other party or parties. Mr. Elliott G. 
Stevenson, Supreme Counsellor of the 
Independent Order of Foresters, uses 
very strong language in regard to the 
transaction. He says that if the facts 
are such as have been conveyed to 
him the Foresters have been swindled 
Out of $55,000, ‘“‘and our solicitors have

A, A. Lefurgey, M. P,. Explains Whole Transaction Before 
Insurance’ Commission—Interesting Letter From Mr 
Fowler---D, D Mann Played Prominent Part 
Fosler Wants to Talk 


Toronto, Oct. 1—A. A. Lefurgey, 
M. P. for Prince, P. E. L., this 
morning gave the royal commission 
en insurance the story of the land 
veal which has figured se promin- 
ently in the investigation into sh» 
affairs of the I. O. F. 

Mr. Lefurgey was one of a large 
party of ‘onservative memb ce 
tis tour of the west in 1902. I+ 
who accompanied R L. Borde1 0a 
was on that eccasion the idea sug- 
gested itself to Rufus H. Pope and 
Mr. Lefurgey that it would be a 
good speculation to form a combine 
to buy up the wild lands and held 
them for a rise in value. The cor- 
respondence produced showed that 
some of the “combine’’ understood 
up till a late date in the transac- 
tion that Mr. Borden istended join- 
ing the combine, but any such in- 
tention was not carried out. 

GENEROUS TREATMENT 
FROM C. P. R. 

A letter from George W. Fowler 
to Mr. Lefurgey, which was quoted 
by Mr. Shepley, indicates the me- 
thods by which it was hoped to 
rnake a success of the venture. The 
letter is as follows : 

“Dear Lefurgey,—We have suc- 
ceeded beyond our

He 
held $5,000 stock in the company, 
which had a capital of $56,000, and 
Mr. Fowler gave him his personal 
cheque for $6,000, and Bull was re- 
leived from the payment of a note 
for $4,000, which he had given on 
account of his stock.
